Straw Vote To Be Cast 
on Day- Saving Time 

Unofficial Ballot to Be 

.Circulated Tuesday, 

Board Decides 

Antloch voters will be given an op- 
portunity to register their opinion on 
the adoption by tho vlUago of 
daylight saving time In a straw vote 
at tho village election Tuesday. Be- 
cause tho mutter was not presented 
to tho village board In tho form of a 
petition from the voters, a legal bal- 
lot will not bo drawn up for a legal 
referendum. 

A resolution passed hy the Ameri- 
can Legion Post called tho attention 
of the board to tho matter of daylight 
saving time at the meeting the first 
Tuesday In tho month. It waa de- 
cided to present .tho matter to the 
voters In tho form of a straw ballot, 
at a meeting of the board held Mon- 
day night of this week, which con- 
tinued tho recGsacd meeting of last 
week. 

Clerk Roy Murrlo, reported at Mon- 
day's meeting that according to tho 
records which he had consulted, day- 
light saving timo was adopted by the 
board In 1927. Mr. Murrlo states 
that according to law. It Is necessary 
that an ordinance be read three 
times beforo It Is passed, and that at 
each reading at that time, the veto 
taken resulted In a tie, which waa 
decided .amrmatlvelx.,Jui.the_preal- 
den's vote at tho last reading. 

The following year, he reports, a 
referendum vote was taken on the 
matter and It was defeated. The 
votes for daylight saving time were 
135, ho reports, and there were 291 
against It. 

Mr. Murrle states that he has con- 
sulted village attorney Runyard who 
advised him that a separate unomdal 
ballot for tho straw vote could bo pre- 
pared to be circulated at the time of 
tho regular vlllago election. 



Petitions ore being circulated this 
week by Richard Kayo and William 
Morfoy. asking that tho Antloch 
Township High School Board retain 
the services of Gerald Reed, athletic 
coach and teacher at tho High 
School.

Appropriation. 

Tho nnlverslty of IllinolB han re- 
duced by $LVtSO.O0O its Icgifllnttve re- 
quest for tho coming blennhim na com- 
pared to the appropriation made to It 
by the Inst Gonenil Assembly. Presi- 
dent n. W. Ciuise has nnnounood. Tho 
new bill asks for fS,lK)0,00() while $11.- 
280,000 was tlio anmunt granted two 
years ago. 

. Tho new request Is 21 per cent less 
than that appropriated to tbo Univer- 
sity by tho Inst legislature, and 2.T 
pc cent less thnn tho iipproprintinn 
of 102n-ai. 

"Salaries of the faculty and admin- 
istrative staff have already been re- 
duced 10%, and the Board of Trns- 
tecs has niailo a reduction of S.vxi.oiM* 
In tho salnrlos Item of the proposed 
leglubitlvft budget." President Chase 
said. "The hoard doclded to roihice 
this Item as well as nil oiber Items 
which make up the biennial budget. 
Consequently the Inidcet which the 
University will sutunit to tho ie^clsln 
turc will call for a total of only ^-l.-irA- 

000 I yonr for tlio next hlonnlnm." 
The Inst cenonil assembly appropri- 
ated $11,280,000 for the two-year pe- 
riod, which Included Sl.-lOO.OOO fnr the 
nnlt of the Modlrnl and Dental build- 
ing In Chicago. Tlds money, however, 
wns not URflil, It wn« exptnlned, b«- 
cauflo of tho Sinte'fl flnnnclal condition, 
ami. In •ddltlon, the tlnlvemlty cur- 
tnllPd othor expondltureii no that s 
total of opproxlinniely t3.&00,00(l of the 
appropriation will be iinunod. The Unl- 
vernlty'ii envlnKi for tha preflonl blen- 
nlum, therefore, ninouni to more than 
S3 per cent of Ite tntnl Stnto tfudget. 

"Duo to economics In tho operntlon 
of tho Unlvornlty during tho prenent 
blonnlum It hnR alrondy reduced tte 
oxpendltureR to prnctlcady the amount 
ffot In I til loRtslnilvA n.Quent for the 
comlnff pprlod." Prenldent Chn»e enld. 
"In order to do thle. It hni lieen 
ohIlKcd to operate on an emergency 
banlB nnd It cannot therefore con- 
tinue on iiuch a total for tho next tiro 
years without n reduction In enlnrlei. 

"On tho ba.iln of our Inst appropria- 
tion, we were icranted an amount 
which reprencnted T4 cente per capita 
of population. Wo will have UHud. 
however, by the end of the Unlverelly 
rear, only 68 centn per capita. 

"In falrneeii to education and to the 
Unlvumlty Ittielf, the public should 
bpnr In mind that If the leKlslature de- 
cided to cloio the University entlrely 
the annual savInK \vhlch would result 
would amount to only about soven- 
tenths of onu'cont on tho Rverage tax 
dullnr In property taxes.

Uni» Cuts Expenses 
Drastically to Aid 
State Finance Crisis 

I/iokins forward to the comlnn 
blennlum. provisinn fnr wlilrh nnist 
be nuKle by the lo«!.slnture during the 
.session which has Just opened, lln" 
Univer.slty of Illlmils has not bren un 
ndudfui of the nece.ssUy for dcrreas- 
Inc public expenditures and for l)al- 
ancing public tmdcels. That Ibn Uni- 
versity met tlds nwrii durhu: tin* pasl 
Idennlum Is evidenced hy the fad that 
it left unused some 22 per cent of 
the appropriations nutile lo It hy the 
last f:enernl nssenddy. 

However, the University is faced 
with the fact timt it Is Its prime duly 
to maintain the educational standards 
of the Institution, nnd, alihouch there 
are fewer students attendluR the Unl- 
verslty than was true two oi- f^iree 
years nRo, there are still more than 
10.000 enrolled. Wlille the dMrense In 
attenilnnce bas been crealest In the 
freshman and sophomore classes 
where tlio expense of Instruction Is 
lowest, the number of graduate stu- 
dents baa shown practically no de- 
crease from the peak- and Is now twice 
as many ns in 1021. Likewise, there 
has been no deerense in the cnllege 
of medicine or in tbo colltTe of law 
or other iirancbes whore the expense 
of instruction Is blKhest. 

The nnanclal support of the tJnlver- 
slty comps In imrt from slate appro- 
prlatlon». In part from student foeii. In 
part from Poderai appropriations, most 
of which are for specific activities, and 
In pan from Incidental sales of sur- 
plus products reKUlilntf from Us teach- 
ing iind research work. Tho Keneral 
consept of the University was that It 
should he a place where students may 
secure a collo(;o education at llttU' or 
no expense for tuition. Certain feus 
.however, are charged In all depart, 
moms In accordance with the Kenorni 
policy In such InHiliuilnns hawod on the 
theory that tho person who receives 
the Itnnifldtalo hcnent should pay at 
least a portion of the cuitt. 

State upprupriatlons make up about 
70% of tho total Income of the Univer- 
sity, derived partly from the rjencrnl 
Jtevonue fund of tho siute and partly 
from n spuclal tax of 3\i cents per 
hundred dollars of aasessed valuation 
ror the support of the University. Of 
'.he property taxes paid for all pur- 
poses In 1031 by the citlzena of the 
state, about soven-tonlha of ono cent 
per dollar were used for the support 
ot the University. 

In 1932 the l-Vderal lax on tobacco con- 
sumed by the citizens of Illlnnlu exceeded 
by ll.MfT.TW tho amount asked to operate 
the Unherslty next year. Acconllni,' lo 
the report of Internal llevenuo rocolpta 
from Illinois, the tobacco tax paid was 
15,957,732.

Including flies and mos- 
quitocs, which they catch In tho air. 

Tho starling* an Imported post, nnd 
the well-known EnRlIflh Sparrow, oc- 
cupies bird honsefl during tho winter, 
bringing In groat quantities of rub- 
bish, Including straw and feathers, to 
keep them warm during the colder 
winter nlghtB. Tho feathers are ubu- 
nlly picked up around chicken houses 
nnd are Infested with chicken lice. If 
ynuuR martins hatch out In such sur- 
roundlngH. they may die In tho nosL 

Martln-hoHHOs should bo built In 
sections, so that they may bo taken 
to pieces nnd cleaned. It Is well to 
scrub them out with gnsolino In or- 
der to destroy all Insect life, and 
then leave thomi to dry out complete- 
ly In tho sun. 

If tho first martins seem to ncom 
your "apartment to lot" do not bo 
disappointed, for these are likely only 
to bo scouts or tho "ngonta," And 
Ihoy will likely pass on farther to 
tho northward, as tho males aro ablo 
to fly farther at a stretch. A woek 
or so later tho females will appear on 
tho scone, ready to set up housokoep- 
Ing, Tho Purplo martin builds onir 
a small nost, but will come back year 
after year to n territory whero they 
are woll treated, llolp our bird 
friends to survive.
